CANADA  -  PROPOSED  GUIDELINES  ON  THE  USE  OF  THE  TERM  "NATURAL"  TO  DESCRIBE 
FOODS  We  received  word  recently  that  the  Canadian  Department  of  Consumer  and 
Corporate  Affairs,  responsible  for  the  enforcement  of  Canada's  Packaging  and 
Labeling  legislation  has  developed  proposed  guidelines  pertaining  to  the  use 
of  the  term  "natural"  to  describe  certain  foods  or  their  ingredients. 

The  proposed  guidelines  contain  a  general  definition  of  the  term  "natural"  and 
the  criteria  used  to  determine  the  degree  of  food  processing  which  violates 
the  definition.  U.S.  firms  selling  foods  in  Canada,  particularly  health  and 
dietetic  foods  etc.,  are  advised  to  become  familiar  with  the  proposals  and  are 
encouraged  to  participate  in  the  public  response  period  which  ends  November 
30,  1983. 

SPAIN  -  REVISED  FOOD  LABELING  STANDARDS  We  have  been  informed  that  Spain's 
standard  specifications  on  labeling,  advertising,  and  presentation  of  packaged 
food  products  were  modified  in  1982  superseding  the  standard  specifications 
introduced  in  1975.  The  rationale  for  the  modification  states  that  the 
specifications  needed  to  be  adapted  to  the  current  demands  for  better 
information  to  the  consumer,  for  more  transparency  in  the  market,  and  for 
closer  alinement  with  EC  regulations.
